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Automatic Paper Carrier. 


THE endless web of paper which comes 
from a press on which wall paper is printed, 
or from paper making machines, is automat- 
ically received by carriers adapted to sup 
port the web in suspended loops, and move 
it along with the

drying lofts. A machine has been devised for 
automatically feeding to the carrier the laths

PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted—at 
the port of New York during the month 
ended December 31, as reported, amount- 
ed to 18,842 bales and 1,690 tons, the 
difference in quantities compared with the 
corresponding month of 1888 being a de- 
crease in rags of 1,790 bales, in old papers 
a decrease of 1,322 bales, and in manilla 
stocks a decrease of 3,374 bales. There 
were no imports of wood pulp during 
December, and of chemical fibre 1,291 
tons less than the November imports 
were brought in. The appended tabula- 
tion shows the quantities of paper making 
material of the kinds mentioned which 
were reported as having been imported 
during the month of December for five 
years:

trated the method by which we assume to re- 

duce the repairs upoa the Westinghouse engines 
to the lowest terms, both as to cost and convenience 
to the user. The subject is interesting in itself, but 
it leads up toa still more interesting phase of the 
question which is the subject matter of this 
article. 

The Westinghouse Engine was originally planned 
as a throtthng engine, in the expectation that its 
application would be comparatively limited and 
confined mainly to small sizes. In this form pat- 
terns were made for sizes ranging from 5 H. P. to 
65 H. P., and something like 400 engines were built 
from them. Long before this number was reached 
it became apparent that the engine had a wider 
field than had been anticipated, and that an auto- 
matic governor cut-off had become a necessity to 
ita development. After some experiment a satis- 
factory shaft governor was designed which has 
never since been materially altered. The line of 
patterns was extended to 200 H. P., the old propor- 
tion of equal stroke and bore being retained. On 
these lines the consecutive number of engines ran 
up to upward of 1,000, but it soon became apparent 
that the duty imposed upon the working parts of 
the engine, when taking steam at fall boiler pres- 
sure, was much more severe than had been allowed 
for in proportioning the engine to work under 
throttled steam. The radical step then became 
necessary of redesigning the entire line of engines 
on proportions demonstrated by experience up to 
this point. When it is considered that this involved 
not only the throwing away of the expensive pat- 
terns, but the still more costly outfit of flasks, jigs, 
templets and special tools, it will be regarded as 
heroic treatment. Engines were built in large num- 
bers from the new patterns without developing any 
material weakness, until at the beginning of 1887 
there were in the neighborhood of 2,500 engines in 
operation. 

Now, it must be borne in mind that the nature of 
our repair system is such that practically the whole 
of the repairs for all outstanding engines are fur- 
nished in duplicate from our shop. This, there- 
fore, gives us a convenient means of scrutinizing 
minutely the details of the engines with regard to 
their liability to excessive wear or breakage. 
ginning with 1887 we applied a final test to our 
work by constructing a Chart of our Repair Account, 
in which each size of engine was written against a 
horizontal line, and each detail part of the engine 
over a vertical column. A small fragment of this 
chart, in facsimile, is illustrated in this article, the 
whole chart containing about sixty vertical columns 
and thirty horizontal lines. It is impossible to re- 
produce the whole chart on a scale that would be 
intelligible, and we have, therefore, taken a signifi- 
cant portion of it which we have purposely selectad

chart was the introduction of improved water 
relief valves of large area. which have been found 
to be of great practical efficiency, and the whole 
list of repairs arising from water wrecks is now 
practically a thing of the past. The valve is never 
broken, but is liable to more or less cutting in 
case of gritty water or failure of lubrication. This 
is, therefore, a legitimate wearing part, and neither 
the number nor distribution of the repair orders 
called for an < change of proportion. The eccentric 
and eccent ric straps, particularly the latter, are 
shown on the chart to have been at that time the 
weak point. This is particularly true of the 15, 
2 and 45 H. P. sizes. This fact being made appar- 
ent led to increase of strength in these two pat- 
terns as an immediate result of this methed of 
analysis. The breakage of the eccentric rod seldom 
occurs as an original accident, but is apt to follow 
the breakage of the eccentric or its strap. This 
sufficiently accounts for the repair orders for this 
detail. The valve guide, on the other hand, is 
shown to be almost free from either wear or ac- 
cident. 

It would be no doubt interesting to the public, 
as it was instructive to ourselves, to follow through 
the entire chart in the manner briefly outlined 
above. We may say, however, that the repairs due 
to accidental breakages are practically confined to 
the parts above discussed, The repairs arising 
from legitimate wear concentrate almost wholly 
on_the piston rings, valve rings and connecting 
rod bushings, which stand about equal in fre- 
quency, the piston wrist pins and main bearings 
being next in order. 

An examination of the chart at large showed the 
engine at that time to be practically uniform and 
persoct in its essential proportions, with a few de- 
ects which were sufficiently distinct to warrant a 
remodeling of the parts. Jt must be remembered 
however, that the sum total of all the repairs for 
the entire year amounted in value, as shown by 
our books, to 1%% per cent. of the selling price of the 
total list of engines at that time outstanding. This 
fact alone would be sufficiently conclusive as to the 
general performance of the engines in re to 
their economy of maintenance ; but it would not lo- 
cate the specific points of weakness which the repair 
chart has developed. We occasionally find an inter- 
ested y who would like to create the impression 
that the manufacturing of engines on a large scale 
is somehow the equivalent of ** slop work,” as com- 

i with the class of work turned out by the 
ilder who makes a few engines at a time to order. 
In the light of universal precedent in other lines 
of manufacture this argument usually defeats 
itself, and is rarely attempted. If it needed con- 
troversion at all, the exhibit here made would serve 
our purpose admirably. We contend that it is only 
the oo manufacturer, who has turned out a large 
number of engines uniform in design, and con- 
tinues by means of a duplicate repair system to 
maintain all these engines for hia customers 
throughout their whole life, that can bring to bear 
upon the perfection of his work a scrutiny such as 
we have indicated. On any other basis the builder 
compels his customer to rely upon himself or the 
1 shops for a large part of his repairs, and is 
thus debarred from this means of criticism and 
im provement.
